REMARKS 



Support for the new claims may be found, for example, in the specification on pages 6-10, 13-24, 
and 36. The new claims are directed to the invention in Group I (Claims 1-10) and introduce no new 
matter. 
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The applicants have canceled claims 1-20 without prejudice r disc l ai mer of the subject matter 
therein. Claims 1 1-20 are canceled in response to the 9- way restriction requirement imposed by the 
Examiner by telephone call of May 14, 1998. Applicants elected to prosecute the claims of Group I 
(Claims 1-10) without traverse. The Applicants reserve the right to prosecute, in one or more patent 
applications, the canceled claims and any other claims supported by the specification. Any amendments 
made herein to the claims were made to solely expedite or otherwise facilitate prosecution and were not 
made nor should they be construed to have been made to overcome any issue of unpatentability of the 
claims as the claims existed prior to such amendments. 

By the present amendments, claims 21-51, directed to group 1, are presented. For fee calculation 
purposes claim 51 creates fees for 30 claims. Accordingly, the amendments present, for fee purposes, 61 
darnw including 7 independent claims and at least one multiple dependent claim. The fees required are as 

sei forth in the accompanying transmittal letter.
